So this is just another phase of the war of ag­ 
gression against South Korea. U. N. circles are hop­ 
ing that the Allied high command is right in be­ 
lieving that this human landslide can be stemmed.

Is Moscow-inspired Red China deliberately in­ 
viting trouble with America and her allies? 
That could well be. 
Premier Stalin would give 
his right arm to see the United States involved in 
war with continental China while.

Observers generally hold that should the I nited 
States allow herself to be drawn into such a con­ 
flict, it would be a direct invitation to World V. ar III.

MacArthur Speech Leaves 
~ny Points Unclarified

ASHINGTON— (N EA )—New and perhaps prolonged argum ents 
by arm chair generals and am ateur strategists seem due as a 
follow-up to Gen. 
Douglas M acA rthur’s address to Congress. 
It 
cleared up seme points on which there has been m isunderstanding 
or misinterpretation 
of the general’s views. 
E ut it also raised some 
new points for 
investigation and discussion. 
“No man in his right m ind would advocate sending our ground forces 
into continental 
C hina,” said G eneral M acA rthur. 
T hat would seem 
to take cut of 
the argum ent the idea m istakenly attributed to him of 
wanting to have Chinese N ationalist troops launch a full-scale invasion 
of the Chinese m ainland w ith the support of U. S. forces. 
G eneral 
M acArthur and the Joint C hief3 of Staff in W ashington would there­ 
fore seem to be in complete agreem ent cn the inadvisability of opening 
a second front in South China. 
However, M acA rthur DID urge “rem oval of restrictions on the forces 
of the Republic of China on Form osa, w ith logistical support to con­ 
tribute to their 
effective operations against the Chinese 
mainland.” 
What does he mean by “logistical support”? 
Does he 
mean U. S. air 
cover and U. 
S. naval transport and warship protection? 
W hat does 
he m ean by “effective operations”? 
Does he m ean hit-and -run raids? 
These are points that need clarification. 
Another point 
needing a great deal of clarification is on w hat kind 
of an air w ar— if any —should be carried on against Chinese coastal 
citics and the Red air bases in M anchuria, north of the Yalu River. 
In his speech to Congress, G eneral M acA rthur declared his belief that 
even the Joint Chiefs of Staff had supported his views on the necessity 
of an economic 
and naval blockade of China and “rem oval of re ­ 
strictions on 
air reconnaissance of C hina’s coastal area and of M an­ 
churia.” 


rjTHE im portant thing to note here is th at G eneral M acA rthur spoke 
of “air reconnaissance.” 
He did not say “aerial attack” nor did 
he advocate the bombing of Com m unist air bases and cities in coastal 
China and M anchuria. It has been generally understood that G en­ 
eral M acA rthur has in the past been advocating that the w ar should 
be carried north of the Yalu River. 
U. S. and Allied UN planes are 
now forbidden 
to fly bey ond the K orean border. 
Time may , of course, prove right the contention that 
Red Chinese 
air bases in M anchuria should be attacked now, regardless of w hether 
this has been w hat G eneral M acA rthur has been advocating 
or not. 
As the general declared in his speech to Congress: 
“Any new enemy 
will more likely strike w henever it feels th at the relativity of m ilitary 
and other potentialities is in its favor on a w orld-w ide basis.” 
\Yrhat this is taken to m ean is th at Russia has not used its own air 
force in K orea up to this tim e because it has not been ready . 
It 
implies that Russia m ay throw her air pow er into the K orean w ar 
against United Nations troops at some later date. 
If this 
time should 
come, the wisdom of having earlier attacked and destroy ed these Red 
air bases, before the attack was launched from them , will be apparent. 


T>UT here again there seems to be some difference betw een w hat 
General M acA rthur has been understood to advocate in the past, 
and w hat the Joint Chiefs of Staff have laid down as their strategy . 
There has been general belief at the Pentagon that G eneral M acA rthur 
had previously approved the Joint Chiefs of Staff position th at Red 
air pow er should not ba provoked into greater participation in the war. 
UN ground troops in K orea have thus far been com pletely free 
from Communist 
aerial bom bing attack. This has been a trem endous 
advantage to 
Allied fdrces and all catr.m anders a te hrlieved to have 
been in agreem ent th at this advantage should be kept as long as 
possible.

The first cro ps harvested fro m 
the Liberty gardens will be o nio ns 
and radishes. Three weeks after the 
garden so il has beett prepared, and 
the o nio n sets and radish seeds 
so wn, they sho uld pro vide a tempt­ 
ing salad dish fo r the table. 
The thrill o f the first harvest is 
o ne o f the pleasantest o f the who le 
garden year. No o ne sho uld miss 
it, but the experienced gardener 
learns that the so wing o f radishes, 
at least, can easily be o verd 6ne. 
The o nio ns will keep gro wing and 
are usable at all stages o f gro wth, 
but early radishes quickly pass the 
edible stage and beco me pithy. 
The early type, such as Scarlet 
Glo be, matures in three weeks, and 
in ano ther week lo ses quality, so if 
y o u hav e no t used them all, there 
will be a sad waste o f go o d radishes 
and garden space. 
To avo id waste, so w no t mo re 
than seven feet o f ro w each week 
until 
ho t weather appro aches; o r 


do uble the so wing, but use a seco nd 
early, such as Icicle, and start us­ 
ing it when half-gro wn. Fo r ho t 
weather, so w o ne o f the lo ng, slo w 
gro wing varieties; and in midsum­ 
mer put in the winter varieties, 
which are largest o f all, but o f go o d 
quality and can be used until Christ­ 
mas. 
But remember to so w radishes 
thinly, and give each plant plenty o f 
ro o m to mature. 
The seed co me 
up in a few days, and many g ar­ 
deners so w their first cro p by min­ 
ing a few radish seed with the se» d 
o f o ther cro ps, such as carro ts, 
parsnips, parsley and beets, all -rf 
which can be so wn as so o n as thu. 
so il has been prepared. 
Be sure to use no t mo re than a 
tenth as many radish seeds. They 
will co me up lo ng befo re their slo w 
germinating 
c o m pa ni o ns , 
and 
“mark the ro w.” This will heip 
yo u cultivate witho ut danger o f dis­ 
turbing the slo w spro uting seeds.
